Cops investigating 
Spryfield area arson 

crime Police are investigat¬ 
ing an arson within the 
brush fire zone from last 
week’s forest fire blaze in 
the Spryfield area. 

Halifax Regional Police 
and officers from the 
RCMP Integrated General 
Investigative Section are 
looking into an arson at a 
home on Aarons Way that 
occurred during the brush 
fire, which began Thurs¬ 
day afternoon and lasted 
into Friday. 

Police say the arson is be¬ 
lieved to have occurred 
during the evacuation 
process. 

“We can’t speculate on 
motive,” said HRP 
spokesperson Theresa 
Rath. “Certainly, there’s 
extensive damage to the 
interior of the house.” 

The home was not de¬ 
stroyed. Police are continu¬ 
ing to investigate.

Rebuilding lives 

Local neighbourhood looks for answers from the ashes

Three days after fire 
reduced his home to ash¬ 
es, Miles Gallagher hugs 
his neighbour, Bev, in 
front of the blackened 
skeleton of her home. 

Flames from a devastat¬ 
ing forest fire swept 
through their Spryfield 
area neighbourhood late 
last week, ravaging some 
homes and leaving others 
untouched. 

Now that the fire is out, 
Gallagher is driving 
around his neighbourhood 
offering any support he 
can. 

Gallagher cracks a joke 


to Bev, who flashes back a 
smile. 

“You’ve gotta rebuild,” 
he told her, walking back 
to his car. 

She shakes her head, 
still smiling. Gallagher lost 
his house on Fortress Drive 
and his livelihood in the 
blaze. He ran a recording 
studio from the top floor 
of his home and from a 
trailer in his yard. He said 
he could have saved the 
trailer, but was helping 
neighbours save their fam¬ 
ilies and pets. 


“We saw it hours before 
it hit, but we didn’t have 
time to do anything to our 
place because we were tak¬ 
ing people out of the other 
buildings,” he said. 

When he tried to hook 
his trailer to the truck, the 
flames engulfed his house. 
He lost 41 irreplaceable 
guitars and other sound 
equipment. Gallagher 
hopes to rebuild his house 
over the next six months, 
but isn’t sure if he’ll re¬ 
build his business. 

On the next street over, 


Kellie Slcelhorn doesn’t 
know if she’ll rebuild ei¬ 
ther. 

She and her partner, Bri¬ 
an Periy, lost eveiything in 
the fire. 

“That’s my father’s 1983 
BMW sitting there, see the 
gas tank?” Periy says point¬ 
ing at what used to be the 
garage. “This was a dream 
home for us.” 

Tears cloud Slcelhorn’s 
green eyes as she picks up 
a ruined porcelain bell, 
one of the remaining 
pieces of the Precious 
Memories set she has col¬ 
lected since she was 12. 
Gallagher hugs her, too. So 
far he has not convinced 
the couple to rebuild their 
home. 


Apartment 
blaze kills 
one man in 
north end

investigation Halifax fire¬ 
fighters found a man dead 
on his couch when they 
rushed to an apartment 
blaze in the city’s north 
end early yesterday morn¬ 
ing. 

Loud sirens broke the 
late night silence when 
three trucks and 10 crew 
members with Halifax Re¬ 
gional Fire and Emergency 
Service responded to the 
fire on the third floor of 
3232 Isleville St. at about 
1:20 a.m., Platoon Chief 
Mike Blackburn said. 

“There was a smoke con¬ 
dition on the third floor,” 
Blackburn said. “Crews ad¬ 
vanced a line to the third 
floor (and) entered the one 
unit.” 

Firefighters found “one 
lone occupant ... who was 
deceased” while they were 
putting out the blaze, 
Blackburn said. 

He said another tenant 
tried to rescue the man, 
but ended up in hospital 
with smoke inhalation. 

Investigators hadn’t de¬ 
termined what caused the 
fire by yesterday after¬ 
noon, but Staff Sgt. Jim 
Butler of Halifax Regional 
Police said the blaze isn’t 
suspicious. 

Butler said police be¬ 
lieved they had identified 
the man but were still do¬ 
ing forensic tests yester¬ 
day. 

Blackburn said he ap¬ 
pears to be in his late 50s. 

The Red Cross said most 
residents were expected to 
return home to the 24- 
unit, three-storey brick 
building yesterday.

No cause yet in 'wind-driven fire'

Firefighters kept a close 
watch on the Spryfield 
area over the weekend in 
case of flare-ups from a 
blaze that blew through 
the community Thursday, 
burning down eight 
homes and devastating 
residents. 

“Fire crews won’t leave 
the scene of a fire until 
they are sure there is no 
longer any threat of hot 
spots,” Natural Resources 
Department Minister Car¬ 
olyn Bolivar-Getson said in 
a news release. 

Rain falling over the Hal¬ 
ifax region Friday helped 
crews tame the fire, along 
with five of the province’s 
helicopters and three wa¬ 
ter-bombers from New 
Brunswick. 

“If we didn’t have the 
rain this fire may not be 
under control,” Halifax Re¬ 
gional Fire spokesman 
Lloyd Currie told reporters 
Friday afternoon inside the 
Captain William Spry 
Community Centre on Kid- 


ston Road, which served as 
a temporary shelter for 
those who have been evac¬ 
uated. 


Currie said it is believed 
the brush fire was sparked 
in the “general vicinity” of 
the McIntosh Run, but in¬ 


vestigators hadn’t pin¬ 
pointed a cause by yester¬ 
day. 

He said the wind- 


whipped flames and thick 
clouds of smoke spread 
across an area between 800 
and 1,200 hectares, with 
homes on Aarons Way and 
Fortress Drive, both off of 
Purcell’s Cove Road, suffer¬ 
ing the most damage. 

HRM Mayor Peter Kelly 
told the media Friday that 
provincial and city work¬ 
ers were all on the ball 
“once they knew the sever¬ 
ity and speed of this.” 

Kelly said one police offi¬ 
cer suffered from smoke 
inhalation, but no other in¬ 
juries have been reported. 
He said a dog and two cats 
were presumed dead. 

“This was a wind-driven 
fire, fuelled by fine forest 
materials such as dried 
leaves and pine needles,” 
Paul Schnurr of the Natu¬ 
ral Resources Department 
said in the release. 

Joanne Lawlor of the 
Canadian Red Cross said 
professional crisis counsel¬ 
lors and trained volunteers 
were helping out displaced 
residents. 

The city says most peo¬ 
ple have now returned 
home. 


Tenant sought as police 
investigate gunshot

Police seek man performing 
lewd act outside apartments 


Lara Ryan’s eyes well up 
with tears as she talks 
about the baby pictures 
and other irreplaceable be¬ 
longings her family had to 
leave behind in their Fer¬ 
gusons Cove home, which 
was destroyed in last 
week’s forest fire. 

“It’s tough ... it’s our 
home and we loved it,” she 
said Friday, her voice 
cracking as she and her 
husband spoke with re¬ 
porters at the Captain 
William Spry Community 
Centre in Spryfield. 

Brett Ryan, a local musi¬ 
cian who lost a grand pi¬ 
ano and several guitars in 
the fire, said he’s just re¬ 
lieved everyone escaped 14 
Fortress Drive with their 
lives. 

“If anything, we walk 
away from this just being 
extremely grateful that 
we’ve got our family here,” 
he said. The couple has 
three children, who Brett 
said are taking the shock 
in stride, as well as a dog 
and a couple of pet rats. 

They returned to see 


what little was left of their 
house Friday, which Brett 
said did “provide a bit of 
closure.” But he added it’s 
time for his family to re¬ 
build their lives. 

Although some angry 
residents told the media 


they should have been 
alerted about the fire soon¬ 
er, the Ryans said they 
were impressed with the 
response of emergency 
services. They’re now stay¬ 
ing with Brett’s parents in 
Fairview. 


Halifax Regional Police 
want to speak with a 26- 
year-old male after a single 
gunshot went through his 
apartment wall then trav¬ 
elled through the wall of an 
adjoining apartment.

Would-be

charged 

Jamaica The Jamaican man 
who tried to hijack a Hali¬ 
fax-based charter aircraft in 
Montego Bay last month 
has been charged with rob- 
beiy, assault and other of¬ 
fences, police said Friday. 

Stephen Fray, 21, is 
accused of holding passen¬ 
gers and crew captive 
aboard a Canjet flight at 
Donald Sangster 
International Airport in the 
resort city April 19. 

Police said Fray had been 
charged with assault, rob- 
beiy with aggravation, ille¬ 
gal possession of a firearm, 
illegal possession of ammu¬ 
nition, shooting with 
intent and breaching the 
civil aviation act. 

The most serious charge, 
illegal possession of a 
firearm, can carry a 
sentence of up to 20 years. 

Police accused Fray of 
using a .38-calibre revolver 
to seize the Boeing 737- 
800 jet and take more 
than 180 passengers and 
crew hostage April 19. Au¬ 
thorities said he initially 
demanded to be flown to 
Cuba. 

A shot was fired as the 
drama unfolded, but no 
one was hurt. More than 
170 passengers were 
freed early in the drama, 
but the would-be hijacker 
kept the crew on board 
for eight hours before 
armed police and soldiers 
stormed the jet. reuters

Nineteen new mild cases 
of H1N1 influenza A, 
formerly referred to as 
swine flu, were confirmed 
in Nova Scotia over the 
weekend, including several 
in the Halifax Regional 
Muncipality, the province 
announced. 

That brings the province¬ 
wide known total to 33 cas¬ 
es, the Health Promotion 


and Protection Department 
says. Seventeen cases were 
reported Saturday, with 
11 stemming 
from King's- 
Edgehill 
school in 
Windsor, 
while six 
others were 
reported 
from the 
metro Hali¬ 
fax area, ei¬ 
ther through doctors’ offices 
or at emergency rooms. 


It was found out yesterday 
one of these six cases was a 
student at Baddeclc Acade¬ 
my. The student, who had 
been visiting King's-Edgehill, 
is home recovering. 

Two other mild cases of 
H1N1 were reported yester¬ 
day, both related to the 
King's-Edgehill community. 

“Right now we are work¬ 
ing to gather more informa¬ 
tion about the confirmed 
cases outside of King’s-Edge- 
hill,” Robert Strang, Nova 
Scotia’s chief public medical

Rear Admiral William Moss 
Landymore set out to sea for 
a final journey Friday, his 
ashes scattered into the At¬ 
lantic Ocean from HMCS 
Toronto following a full mili¬ 
tary honours memorial serv¬ 
ice recognizing his long and 
illustrious career with the 
Royal Canadian Navy. 

The celebration of Landy¬ 
more’s life was one of sever¬ 
al events held over the past 
few days in Halifax to mark 
the 66th Anniversary of the 
Victory at Sea and the Battle 
of the Atlantic. Landymore, 
who died Nov. 27 at The Vet¬ 
erans’ Memorial Hospital, 
served during the battle to 
keep shipping routes be¬ 
tween North America and 
Europe open, which the 
Navy calls the longest single 
campaign of the Second 
World War. 

Landymore, 92, lived long 
past the Battle of the At¬ 
lantic, but 4,234 Canadians 
died between September 
1939 and May 1945 for their 
country and its allies. 

Lt.-Cmdr. Bruce Hayes re¬ 
minded the large crowd 
gathered inside St. Bren¬ 
dan’s Chapel at the CFB Hali¬ 
fax Faith Centre that Landy¬ 


more survived the sinking of 
two ships during the world 
war. He became command¬ 
ing officer of HMCS Iroquois 
for the Korean War and re¬ 
ceived the Order of the 
British Empire for his “gal¬ 
lant service,” Hayes said. 
Landymore continued to 
climb the Navy ranks and 
was promoted to rear admi¬ 
ral and appointed to flag offi¬ 
cer in 1962. 


Hayes said Landymore ran 
his life “like a ship’s rou¬ 
tine,” adding “sailors will al¬ 
ways be sailors; the sea will 
always be at our door.” 

“Rest Rear Admiral, you 
have stood your watch, al¬ 
ways with dignity,” he said. 

But serving his country 
with perseverance and pride 
wasn’t Landymore’s only 
passion. The Brantford, Ont., 
native was an accomplished 


golfer, an American baseball 
fan, enjoyed working on 
model ships and adored his 
family. He was predeceased 
by his wife Joan “Judy” L.G. 
Hall and is survived by three 
children, eight grandchil¬ 
dren, six great-grandchil¬ 
dren, his second wife 
Eleanor Faim and several 
stepchildren and step grand¬ 
children, a Globe and Mail 
obituary stated.

Halifax Regional Police for 
backup. While trying to 
break up the fights, Taplin 
said two police officers were 
assaulted. 

“I can’t get into details of 
(what happened to them) 
because it’s all evidence 
now,” Taplin said. “But two 
males and two females 
were arrested and are fac¬ 
ing charges of assaulting a 

_police officer.” 

Another 10 
students were 
arrested for 
causing a dis¬ 
turbance and 
breaching the 
peace. 

Police are 
continuing to 
investigate to 
see what 
caused the fights, and 
whether the one, which 
took place inside the 
school, is related to the 
ones which took place out¬ 
side.

“The housing stimulus 
funding is also a major 
component of the 
province’s poverty-reduc¬ 
tion strategy.” 

In total, 400 new hous¬ 
ing units will be created 
and renovations and ener¬ 
gy upgrades will be done 
to more than 1,100 public 
housing buildings, co-ops 
and non-profits. The pro¬ 
gram includes about 8,600 
individual social housing 
units. 

The remaining $32 mil¬ 
lion of the $128 million 
will go towards continued 
funding for existing 
provincial repair 
programs and affordable 
housing, made possible 
through partnerships 
with private developers 
and non-profits.

Tories to fight another day 

Opposition parties allow Conservative budget to be introduced today

After an unexpected turn 
of events Friday, a new No¬ 
va Scotia budget will be 
released today. 

As late as Friday morn¬ 
ing it looked like Premier 
Rodney MacDonald’s gov¬ 
ernment would be defeat¬ 
ed before its budget could 
see the light of day. The 
Conservative budget was 
thought to need a law 
change before it could be 
introduced. 

But a loophole granted 
the Tories a stay of execu¬ 
tion Friday when the legis¬ 
lature voted unanimously 
to let the budget be pre¬ 
sented today. 

However, the budget still 
must be tabled away and 
can only be voted on if the 
law change is accepted 
first. 

The Tories are looking to 
make a rule change allow¬ 
ing them to spend $100 
million in offshore money 
that currently has to go on 
the debt, which would 
keep them from running a 
deficit. 

That amendment needs 
to pass for the budget to be 
valid. If both opposition 


parties vote against the 
confidence measure, 
which both say they’ll do, 
an election would be trig¬ 
gered. 


Under the Provincial Fi¬ 
nance Act, a government is 
not allowed to introduce a 
deficit budget in Nova Sco¬ 
tia.

However, in 2005 the 
province got a lump sum 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment for several years’ 
worth of offshore offset 
money. That money went 
on the debt, but the Con¬ 
servatives want to take 
some of it back and put it 
into general revenue. 

“Those dollars are re¬ 
quired to ensure that we 
can fund the services and 
programs Nova Scotians 
need,” said MacDonald. 

MacDonald said if they 
didn’t spend the offshore 
money, they would have to 
raise taxes or make major 
budget cuts. 

But opposition parties 
have so far stuck to their 
guns, saying the Tories led 
the province into debt and 
are trying to cook the 
books to disguise it. 

“It’s not surplus money. 
It’s re-acquiring a debt that 
was paid down in 2005,” 
said NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter. 


Trial to go ahead 
on 36 counts of 
sexual assault 

court A provincial court 
judge has committed a for¬ 
mer Strait-area 
businessman to trial on 36 
sexual assault-related 
charges involving six male 
complainants. 

Ernest Fenwick 
Macintosh, 64, had been 
facing a total of 43 counts 
dating back to the 1970s, 
related to eight 
complainants. Judge John 
Embree ruled there was 
not sufficient evidence to 
commit Macintosh to trial 
on seven of the counts, but 
that the rest would stand. 

Embree’s decision came 
following a preliminary 
hearing that wrapped up 
in January. 

Evidence presented at a 
preliminary inquiry is 
banned from publication 
until the criminal charges 
are resolved. The identities 
of the complainants are al¬ 
so banned from 
publication. 

Last spring, Macintosh 
elected trial by Supreme 
Court judge alone. He will 
next appear in Supreme 
Court in Port Hawlcesbury 
June 5, where a trial date 
may be set, or when a date 
to set a trial will be deter¬ 
mined, Crown attorney 
Richard MacKinnon said.

the new H1N1 virus from 
Mexico to Canada, infect¬ 
ing his family and a herd 
of swine, Canadian health 
officials said Saturday. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency 
stressed the incident 
posed no threat to the 
food supply. 

It said the herd in Alber¬ 
ta apparently caught the 
virus from a carpenter 
who traveled recently to 
Mexico, the epicentre of a 
swine flu outbreak that 
has spread to 18 countries 
and may have killed more 
than 100 people, all but 
one in Mexico. 

“A Canadian carpenter 
who had been in Mexico, 
upon return, was exhibit¬ 
ing flu-lilce symptoms, did 
work on the Alberta farm, 
and subsequently the fam¬ 
ily and swine on the farm 
became ill,” the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
said in a statement. 

It was the first time the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency had reported a 
case of the virus being 
transmitted from a human 
to a pig in Canada, 
although this has been 
known to happen 
elsewhere. reuters

Woman faces questions about veil in court 


Ontario A Muslim woman 
must show a court why she 
should be allowed to testi¬ 
fy while wearing a veil, a 
Superior Court judge has 
ruled in a closely watched 
case about the clash be¬ 
tween religious freedoms 
and the right to a fair trial. 

Justice Frank Marrocco 
found an Ontario judge 


had the right to order the 
complainant to remove 
her niqab, but failed to 
conduct a thorough explo¬ 
ration of the woman’s rea¬ 
sons for wanting to keep 
her face covered. 

Last fall, Ontario Court 
Justice Norris Weisman or¬ 
dered the 32-year-old 
woman to testify with her 


face bared after finding 
her “religious belief is not 
that strong ... and that it 
is, as she says, a matter of 
comfort.” 

The two defendants in 
the case had brought for¬ 
ward an application re¬ 
questing an order requir¬ 
ing her to testify without 
the veil. The accused men 


are charged with indecent 
assault, gross indecency 
and sexual assault relating 
to offences alleged to have 
occurred more than 20 
years ago. The woman 
asked the Superior Court 
to overturn the ruling that 
led to a hearing before 
Marrocco in March.

upon on us shortly, will we 
act differently? 

Think about all the hard¬ 
working men and women 
that protect us — from the 
police force to medical 
teams and firefighters to 
military personnel — that, 
each and every day, are 
willing to die in their line 
of work to ensure we are 
safe and free. Willing to de¬ 
fend our ability to vote, and 
ensure that we continue to 
have our voices heard. Have 
they done this all in vain? 

Next time you are silent, 
think about these people 
that have given up their 
lives to defend us, and 
those that have died be¬ 
cause of the silence. In this 
context, do you think being 
silent is the best approach?

Suspiciously 
high levels of fe¬ 
male registration, 
in areas where 
women are often re¬ 
luctant to travel, 
has also been noted 
in Palctilca, Paktia and 
Khost provinces, as well as

Weird Science, we’re not 
much interested in scien¬ 
tists. Frankly, we find them 
a little creepy.

What are our points? 
First, faith in technology to 
save our environment is 
mislaid. We’re looking for 
the llth-hour technologi¬ 
cal fix when we should fo¬ 
cus on changing behaviour. 
Second, to the extent that 
technology could help, our 
withdrawal of interest and 
support from science 
makes this less likely. Like 
societies before, we are for¬ 
feiting leadership in inno¬ 
vation, an impediment to 
any creative solutions. 
Third, there should have 
been a Weird Science se¬ 
quel. Finally, we need to 
better engage, scientists 
and society at large. It must 
be recognized that science 
is still relevant. Scientists 
have to be better at convey¬ 
ing that message.

U.S. climate 
law may 
not be 
needed for 
global deal 

Conventional wisdom says 
the United States has to 
bring concrete commit¬ 
ment to international cli¬ 
mate talks in Copenhagen 
in December or no other 
country will act. 

But power shifts at the 
White House, the State De¬ 
partment and in Congress 
mean Washington may not 
have to pass a law limiting 
carbon dioxide emissions 
to convince the world it in¬ 
tends to help lead the fight 
against global warming. 

The ebullient atmos¬ 
phere at last week’s Wash¬ 
ington conference of the 
planet’s biggest green¬ 
house gas polluters 
showed that, even without 
U.S. legislation, other 
countries are ready to ne¬ 
gotiate. 

“It’s more positive and 
more constructive now ... 
because the position of the 
United States has changed 
so dramatically,” Yvo de 
Boer, the UN climate chief, 
told reporters after the 
two-day Major Economies 
Forum at the State Depart¬ 
ment. 

The change came with 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma, who took office deter¬ 
mined to limit climate¬ 
warming pollution at 
home and participate ac¬ 
tively in international ne¬ 
gotiations in Copenhagen 
to craft a follow-up agree¬ 
ment to the carbon-cap- 
ping Kyoto Protocol, which 
expires in 2012.

No need to commit 
to a new lifestyle, just 
wait for technology to fix 
it. But make no mistake, 
it is a dangerous belief. 

The irony is that in so¬ 
cieties most committed

Consider the gut¬ 
ting of basic research by 
the Bush administration 
and the frequent expres¬ 
sions of mistrust of science 
when Bush explained his 
stance on climate change. 
Even with a new adminis¬ 
tration, the systematic un¬ 
ravelling of the science in¬ 
frastructure in the U.S. 
over eight years will knee¬ 
cap the innovative advan¬ 
tage that U.S. scientists 
have enjoyed for decades. 

Actually, why look so far 
afield as the U.S.? Consider 
the Harper government’s

“Lowest Fare Guarantee” 
that it says will make the 
airline the “first and last 
stop” for anyone seeking 
the best possible airfare — 
on Air Canada. 

In a move that could on¬ 
ly make sense in the 
Byzantine world of airline 
pricing, the carrier said Fri¬ 
day that it will guarantee 
that customers purchasing 
an Air Canada ticket won’t 
find a cheaper price for the 
same flight and fare class 
within 24 hours of book¬ 
ing. 


The guarantee applies to 
domestic and U.S. fares 
sold on the company’s 
Canadian website, through 
a travel agent or a third- 
party website such as Expe- 
dia.ca. 

If a cheaper fare is 
found, customers are enti¬ 
tled to the difference and a 
$50 credit toward their 


next Air Canada flight. 

“With the state of the 
economy and a very com¬ 
petitive market, we want 
to be sure our customers 
know that we can be their 
first and last stop for the 
most economical fare,” 
said airline spokesperson 
Peter Fitzpatrick. 

Air Canada’s lowest fare 


guarantee is not to be con¬ 
fused with low price guar¬ 
antees offered by some big 
box retailers that actually 
match their competitors’ 
prices. Nor is Air Canada 
promising to notify pas¬ 
sengers holding tickets if 
the advertised fare price 
drops. 

Air Canada’s move fol¬ 
lows a similar pledge from 
rival Westjet Airlines Ltd., 
which recently promised 
not to overbook flights and 
to “accommodate” passen¬ 
gers if their flights are de¬ 
layed.

“I knew Hamilton liked 
what they saw of me at the 
(evaluation) camp in March 
and once I saw them make 
that trade, I was really hop¬ 
ing I would go sixth, but I 
didn’t know anything for 
sure.” 

The six-foot-three 251- 
pounder isn’t exactly com¬ 
ing off the land of eye-pop- 
ping season that usually 
precedes a first-round selec¬ 
tion. 

He was part of a neglect¬ 
ed receiving corps at Saint 
Mary’s and only had eight 
catches for 75 yards and a 
touchdown. But he blew 
the socks off CFL scouts in 
March with his strength 
and speed and teams saw 
plenty of untapped poten¬ 
tial. 

Brown said he received a 
call from Tiger-Cats head 
coach Marcel Bellefeuille af¬ 
ter the first round ended.

Odd Job: 




n Sergeant Sean 
Calis’ first offi¬ 
cial day on the 
1 job as a fully 
qualified search 
and rescue technician (SAR 
Tech), he and his partner 
got called to a plane 
crash in northern 
Quebec. 

The two flew 
up to the snow- 
covered area, 
parachuted in, and 
saved three people. 

“What a great career 
move I’ve made,” Calis 
thought to himself that day. 
“I can really make a differ¬ 


ence.” Calis, 39, grew up in 
London, Ont., and joined 
the army reserves at 16. 
Two years later, the army of¬ 
fered him a full-time job, so 
he dropped out of high 
school. 

As a soldier, Calis did 
tours in Rwanda and 
Bosnia. He later finished up 
his high school diploma in 
night school, and picked up 
training and experience in 


everything 


scuba diving to mountain 
climbing to parachuting. 
(He served as a paratrooper 
in the Canadian Airborne 
Regiment until it was dis¬ 
banded in 1995.) 

But he was away a lot, 
and that was tough on his 
wife and two young chil¬ 
dren. He was looking for a 
new career when he heard 
about SAR Techs from a 
friend. 



In 1996, Calis started the 
year-long application 
process that involved sub¬ 
mitting a resume, going 
through interviews and tak¬ 
ing both written and fitness 
tests. He didn’t get one of 
the coveted 12 training 
spots that year. 

But two years later, he 
made the cut and went 
through an intense year of 
paramedic and rescue train¬ 
ing. He was first stationed 
in Trenton, Ont., then Co- 
mox, B.C., and is now 
back in Trenton. 
His wife, a 
dental 
hy¬ 
gien¬ 
ist, 

and two 
kids are 
used to the 
moves. 

Calls come into 
the search and rescue 
location — there are five 


across Canada and about 
130 SAR Techs — at an un¬ 
predictable rate. They can 
get four calls a day, or less 
than four a week. 

In the meantime, they 
hone their skills. “You’re 
never done training,” says 
Calis. Except for weekly 
paramedic training, they’re 
outside the rest of the time, 
practicing parachuting, scu¬ 
ba diving and rock climb¬ 
ing. 

SAR Techs firstly call on 
their physical skills on a 
call. (They need to stay in 
top form and must retire by 
age 55.) 

But it’s also a mentally de¬ 
manding job, and they con¬ 
stantly problem solve to 
deal with issues raised by 
weather, visibility, tempera¬ 
ture and equipment. “The 
guys I’ve worked with, 
they’re all very abstract 
thinkers,” says Calis. 

And while you’d think

things might get macho 
and competitive out there, 
lives are at risk. “The 
bravado is gone,” says 
Calis. “It’s all about the 
safety.”

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'Sucking up' bad for biz 


If there’s a bit more false flat¬ 
tery and loud enthusiasm at 
the office than usual, don’t 
be surprised. 

Whether it’s called but¬ 
tering up the boss, brown¬ 
nosing, sucking up or 
managing up, experts say 
ingratiating behaviour is 
bound to be on the rise in 
the workplace as workers 
fret about keeping their 
jobs in tough economic 
times. 

But such behaviour can 
be bad for business, they 
said. 

“People who tend to 
‘manage up’ anyway are 
managing up more. They 


really want to make sure 
people are noticing what 
they’re doing,” said Max 
Caldwell, an expert in 
workforce effectiveness at 
Towers Perrin manage¬ 
ment consultants. 

“It’s a mentality of ‘I not 
only want to do a good job, 
but I want to be seen as do¬ 
ing a good job,”’ he said. 

That behaviour increas¬ 
es when stakes are high, 
said Jennifer Chatman, 
professor of organization¬ 
al behaviour at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Berke¬ 
ley. 

“It’s what we do when 
we feel ourselves vulnera¬ 


ble or susceptible to the 
decisions of others,” she 
said. “I would have every 
expectation that if we 
went out and tried to col¬ 
lect data right now, that it 
was going on in a big way 
because people are feeling 
more vulnerable.” 

In such an environment, 
underlings may be more 
likely to lavish praise on 
bad decisions or poor judg¬ 
ment by a boss and avoid 
being candid or bearing 
bad news, she said. 

“It can be bad for busi¬ 
ness, keeping the yea-say- 
ers around,” Chatman

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Silversun Pickups 
avoids hip scene

Some things never change. 
At least that appears to be 
the running theme surr¬ 
ounding Los Angeles alter¬ 
native shoegazers, Silver- 
sun Pickups. 

The band’s been active 
for almost 10 years. And in 
that time, it’s gone from 
the cusp of hip to... the cusp 
of hip. “We were always the 
band opening up for the 
new hip thing,” says Brian 
Aubert, the band’s fronting 
vocalist and guitarist. “We 
would play and they would 
play and six months later, 
that scene was dead. That 
band would change their 
haircuts and reinvent 
themselves, and we would 
still open for them.” 

But despite the band’s 
seemingly static state, 
Aubert says he’s quite com¬ 
fortable with the perpetua¬ 
tion. “You don’t want to 
live and die by a scene.” 

Silversun Pickups may be 
through with the scene, but 
the scene’s not through 
with them. The foursome 
just wrapped two sets at the 
touted South by Southwest 
music festival in Austin, 
Texas, four dates in London, 
and a spot at Coachella in 
California — all after tak¬ 
ing an eight-month per¬ 
formance hiatus. 

And while Aubert admits 
the band didn’t fare too 
well when they first re¬ 
turned to the stage, he says 
it quickly got back on the 
bike. “We did a show in 
Kansas City before South by 
Southwest. I think, two 
days before that, it started 
to feel good ... which is cut¬

ting it close,” he says with a 
laugh. “We’re a live band. 
We could sit in that re¬ 
hearsal space all day long, 
and it just doesn’t feel the 
same. You’ve just got to 
kind of play to get good at 
it.” 

While performance con¬ 
text and performing itself 
remain relatively the same 
for Silversun Pickups, such 
is not the case for the 
band’s music. It’s built a 
history of dreamy shoegaze 
pop, with ample sonic 
sounds and pieces of dra¬ 
matic instrumental climax. 
But on its new album 
Swoon, Silversun Pickups 
are picking up those pieces 
and running with them. 

“We wanted to push 
things further in both di¬ 
rections — more chaotic 
(and) more crazy but a lot 
more moodier, quieter and 
prettier,” says Aubert. 

“I found I was trying to 
extract more emotion and 
more heightened sonics out 
of the older material, 
which I think could proba¬ 
bly be a bad thing. That’s 
how we started making 
Swoon — knowing where 
we wanted to go that we 
weren’t going before.”

Miss California joins anti-gay marriage ad 


Homophobic beauty queens 


After failing to stop 
recent gay marriage 
approvals in several 
states, opponents have 
found an attractive, 
telegenic poster woman 
in Miss California, a move 
reminiscent of beauty 
queen Anita Bryant's 
1970s crusade against gay 
rights. 

Miss California, a Chris¬ 
tian college student named 
Carrie Prejean, joined in a 


television ad campaign 
against gay marriage last 
week, upsetting homosexu¬ 
al rights advocates, includ¬ 
ing a head of the Miss Cali¬ 
fornia pageant. 

In the commercial from 
the National Organization 
for Marriage, Prejean is 
shown at the Miss USA 
competition last month 
where she answered a 
question about same-sex 
marriage by saying she op-

posed it, drawing both 
boos and cheers and set¬ 
ting off a raucous debate. 

After providing that an¬ 
swer, Prejean was named 


sexuality after leading a cam¬ 
paign to repeal a Miami-area 
gay rights ordinance.

runner-up to Miss USA. She 
later said her view on mar¬ 
riage cost her the crown. 

As gay marriage oppo¬ 
nents have rallied around 
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Miss California, they have 
also lost key battles in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

On Wednesday, New 
Hampshire’s Senate passed 
a bill to legalize same-sex 
marriage and if the gover¬ 
nor signs it, the state could 
become the fifth to legalize 
gay weddings. 

Last month, Iowa be¬ 
came the first Midwest 
state to allow gay marriage, 
and Vermont became the 
first to legalize it through 
legislative action. 

Craig Rimmerman, co¬ 
editor of The Politics of 
Same-Sex Marriage, said 
Prejean’s rise to promi¬ 
nence comes as gay mar¬ 
riage opponents are on the 
defensive. 

“The conservative right 
is wondering if same-sex 
marriage is as potent an is¬ 
sue politically as it was in 
the past,” he said. “So for 
them to have a different 
spokeswoman who comes 
at this from a different 
background, they probably 
see this as a really positive 
development.” 

California is often char¬ 
acterized as a liberal state 
for politics in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, but Pre¬ 
jean comes from a small 
town, Vista, in conservative 
San Diego County. 

The 21-year-old is not a 
permanent spokeswoman 
for the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Marriage, but in re¬ 
cent weeks she has ap¬ 
peared on TV shows reaf¬ 
firming her views on gay 
marriage, and Thursday 
she joined the group to 
launch the TV ad. 

“I think that Carrie’s sto¬ 
ry is resonating incredibly,”

said Maggie Gallagher, the 
group’s president. “Be¬ 
cause she comes across as 
what she is, she’s just a 
genuine, decent, honest 
person who stood up for 
truth and gave up the 
tiara.” 

Keith Lewis, the co-exec¬ 
utive director of the Miss 
California pageant, said 
Prejean was attended to by 
gay beauty experts before 
the Miss USA contest, and 
that he always knew her to 
be friendly to gays like 
himself. 

But Lewis said he was dis¬ 
appointed with her stance 
against same-sex weddings, 
and that while she keeps 
her crown as Miss Califor¬ 
nia, she is speaking for her¬ 
self on gay marriage.

ticking time-bomb. 

The Vatican was outraged 
by The Da Vinci Code and 
the Rome archdiocese made 


no secret about denying 
Howard authorisation to 
film parts of the follow-up 
inside its churches. 

Howard said 
the Vatican also 
exerted its influ¬ 
ence “through 
backchannels” 
to try to prevent 
him from shoot¬ 
ing in areas 
around certain 
churches and 
got an event re¬ 
lated to the 
film's premiere 
cancelled, he 
said. 

“There was

Thai Beef with 
Papaya and Rice 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 thick-cut lean sirloin 
steaks 

11/4 cups (300 ml) jasmine 
rice 

5 cups (1.251) chicken stock 
4 kaffir lime leaves, 
crushed 

2 tsp (10 ml) canola oil 
2 firm, ripe papayas, 
peeled, seeded and sliced 
1/2 small cucumber, halved 
lengthwise, seeded and 
sliced crosswise 
20 mint leaves, shredded 
1/4 cup (50 ml) chopped 
cilantro 

1 red onion, thinly sliced 
1 romaine lettuce, leaves 
separated 

THAI LIME DRESSING: 

11/2 tbsp (20 ml) canola oil 
11/2 tbsp (20 ml) fish sauce 
11/2 tbsp (20 ml) soy sauce 
1 tbsp (15 ml) honey 
grated zest, juice of 1 lime 

1 chili pepper, seeded and 
finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

TO SERVE: 

roughly chopped unsalted 
roasted peanuts 

METHOD: 

1. For dressing, mix ingre¬ 
dients together in small 
bowl. Spoon 1/4 cup (50 ml) 
dressing over the steaks 
and marinate for 20 


minutes. Reserve 
remaining dressing. 

2. Put rice in pot with stock 
and lime leaves. Bring to 
boil, then cover and sim¬ 
mer 10 minutes, or accord¬ 
ing to package instructions. 

3. Pat steaks dry with paper 
towels. Heat cast-iron 
frying pan over high heat. 
Brush with oil, then add 
steaks and cook for 2 1/2 
minutes per side for rare, 
longer for medium or well- 
done. Remove steaks from 
pan and let rest. 

4. Place papayas, cucumber, 
mint, coriander and red 
onion in bowl. Add all but 1 
1/2 tbsp (20 ml) remaining 
dressing; toss gently to mix. 

5. Drain rice well and 
divide among four plates. 
Arrange lettuce leaves on 
plates and top with papaya 
salad. Slice beef into strips, 
arrange on top of salad and 
spoon remaining dressing 
over top. Sprinkle with 
peanuts, then serve at 
room temperature.
